Report of the Reforestation Committee 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen,—We, the Reforestation Committee, beg leave 
to report as follows: : 


Your Committee met at the County Buildings on May 
1oth to prepare the estimates. ‘The members present were: 
Chas. Terhune, Chairman, Wilton Honey, J. H. Smith, Hugh 
McDonald, Chas. Ponting. We have inspected the Refores- 
tation Plants and report the following: 


Bonny Heath 


There are six new acres of planting consisting of 2000 
hardwood and 7ooo red pine on this plantation. The stump 
fence around the old plot has been removed and destroyed 
and about five acres trimmed and the brush has been burned. 
The timber was sold to Charlton’s at $20.00 per M, and 20% 
cords of 16” wood was cut and piled up, but has not been dis- 
posed of. The diseased trees on the new plantation were dug 
out and the ground burned over and the trees were destroyed. 
This plot is in good condition. 


The Shellburg Property 


This plantation consists of 112% acres. The fire burned 
over about 20 acres, and was cleaned up and the wood cut 
and about $682.00 sold, and about $150.00 of stove wood was 
cut and is not yet sold. The portion of this plantation that 
was burned was replanted and approximately 13,000 pine trees 
and 12,000 hardwood. This property is in good condition and 
fenced so as to protect the trees from the stock. 
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The Turner Property 


There are 100 acres of this property. This has been 
cleaned up and the old diseased trees have been destroyed, 
and the property is in good condition, although about 70 acres 
should be trimmed and the brush be burned. 


The Stipes and the Charlton Property 


This property is situated north of the Pine Grove Church. 
There are 100 acres cleared and 15 acres newly planted, and 
contains 20 acres of thick woods consisting of some lovely 
white oak and white ash and also some nice pines. This is an 
exceptionally fine property and is worth $100,000. 


The Payne Plantation 


The fire destroyed considerable trees on the north 50 
acres of this property. 5000 red pine was reset on the burned 
area. This property is in good condition, considering the 
fire damage. The 112 acres on the Payne property in Char- 
lotteville has been cleaned up; 20 acres of second growth 
woods, about too cords of wood brought about $200.00, and 
about 200 fence posts are not yet sold. This property has 
been replanted with 2000 red pine, 2000 ash, 2000 S$. maple 
and 5000 spruce trees; about 15 acres of pine woods was trim- 
med and the brush burned, also about 15 cords of apple wood 
was cut and piled ready for sale. This property is one of the 
best in the County. 


The Codling Property 


There are 99 acres of this property; 30 acres have been 
trimmed and burned and 1000 trees planted where they had 
died out and the crochet trees were removed and destroyed. 
This is a wonderful plot and well worth visiting. 

The fifteen acres in South Walsingham, Con. 6, Lot 18, 
near Shoup’s Mill, is a new plantation and the trees are look- 
ing good, considering their age. The old fence rows should 
be cleaned up on this property. 


The Shelly Property 


This property is on Con. 14, in North Walsingham. On 
the south side of the road 100 acres of this property is in a 
very good condition as far as the growth of the trees are 
concerned, but it needs trimming and the brush should be 
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burned and old stump fences should be removed and destroyed 
as well as the dead trees. 


We recommend that $25.00 be paid for membership in the 
Western Ontario Association in London. 


Two hundred acres of land was purchased in Charlotte- 
ville, Lot 6, Con. 8, 200 acres across from the Pine Grove 
Church. On this property there is estimated $3000.00 worth 
of timber and wood. The Reforestation Committee paid 
$2800.00 for this plantation. 


The recommendations are as follows:
